Treatment starts the minute a call is received 
from the accident scene. Constant communication 
is maintained with the paramedics until the patient 
arrives at the center by helicopter or ambulance. 
Both the heliport and the ambulance entrance are 
located adjacent to the room-sized elevator dedi¬ 
cated to trauma "patients. Accessible in a corC 
within two floors are all the facilities and equip¬ 
ment that may be required in treatment — opera¬ 
ting rooms, recovery areas, intensive care units, 
x-ray and cat-scan. The heliport, visible and ac¬ 
cessible day or night, is just 125 feet from the 
critical care room and pilots claim it is the best 
in L.A. County. 

But, within that room is the team of highly 
trained surgeons, nurses, anesthesiologists and other 
professionals. The life-saving ingredients is team¬ 
work. The trauma professionals know exactly what 
their special jobs are and how they should all 
work together. Once the initial crisis is over, team 
members follow the progress of the patient for the 


next several hours since they are in the best posi¬ 
tion to detect even the slightest change. 

Care doesn’t stop with physical treatment; 
social services personnel and clergy attend to the 
emotional needs of the patient and family mem¬ 
bers. A specially designed quiet room is available 
for the exclusive use of the family as they wait 
anxiously through the crisis time. Treatment stops 
with rehabilitation and return to normal life. 

Eileen Mauch, R.N., trauma nurse coordina¬ 
tor, radiates commitment and caring as she ex¬ 
plains the operation and facilities of the trauma 
center. She talked of the disaster drill which was 
part of the shakedown. Within fifteen minutes, 12 
trauma patients were treated and she said proudly, 
“We passed the test.” 

Area residents can feel pride and relief just 
knowing that in the event of an individual or 
group disaster, the Arcadia Methodist Trauma and 
Emergency Center is organized and ready to react 
instantly. It can mean' the difference between 
life and death. 


SMART fares cut for seniors 


Fares have been cut to 25 cents for senior 
citizens 60 years of age and older, and handicapped 
persons of any age, who ride S.M.A.R.T., the Sierra 
Madre Augmented and Restricted Transportation 
facility. 

The lowered rate was recommended by the 
Sierra Madre Commission on the Aging, Inc., in 
response to numerous requests by senior citizens. 
The recommendation went to the City Council and 
was approved at the July 10 meeting. 

Fare for each one-way trip within Sierra Madre 
or to either of the two connecting points for travel 
outside the city will remain 50 cents for other 
residents of Sierra Madre. 

S.M.A.R.T. offers cab service which is paid 
for with vouchers purchased ahead of time by 
prospective passengers. Residents pay only the 
modest fee, and the remainder of the tab is picked 
up with Proposition A funds allocated to the city 
according to its sales tax revenue. 

Vouchers to ride S.M.A.R.T. can be obtained 
singly or in books of 10 at City Hall from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. weekdays. Residents unable to get to the 
City Hall may send a check and a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to Sierra Madre City Hall, 232 
W. Sierra Madre Blvd., specifying the number of 
vouchers desired, and whether the rider is eligible 
for the 25 cent fare due to age or disability. Vouchers 
are not available through the taxi companies.

Heat treat pets

Since we have done some hanging 
around newapapers, we volunteered to 
apeak for our fellow local pets. During 
these “dog days” of summer, please re¬ 
member we are affected by the heat and 
humidity as you are. 

Heatatroke Is one of the most serious 
and wideapread problems according to 
the Southern California Veterinary Medical 
Asaoclatlon. The most common cause 
Is from pets being left In the car. Even 
with the windows down and an outside 
temperatue of only 85“, the Inside temp¬ 
erature can soar to 130**. 

heatstroke also comes from leaving 
pets outside In the sun without a shady 
place to rest, or from exercising during the 
heat of the day. 

Symptoms of heat stroke are rapid 
reapiratlon. Increased salivation and an 
Increased body temperature. Emergency 
treatment Includes dipping the pets In 
cool water, hosing for a short period, giv¬ 
ing Ice to lick or cooling slowly In an alr- 
condltloned room. Heat stroke should 
be checked by a vet as soon as possible 
to provide any needed medical treat¬ 
ment. 

Other things are a bother, too — In- 
secte, allergies and even sunburn. 

Treat us right, please. Take these few 
precautions: 

• Don’t take us In the car — oven If 
we beg to go. 

• Make sure we have shade and 
fresh water ail day. 

• Exercise In the early morning or 
evening. 

e Feed smaller amounts of food In 
the cool evening.

Strengthening the American family by 
doing all we can to help keep families together 
and functioning well is a goal we can work 
together to achieve.

Motorcycle accidents rise 


A check of the Foresi 
dispatch log for the pre¬ 
vious week showed a 
high incidence of motor¬ 
cycle accidents on the 
Angeles Crest Highway 
and other roads in the 
mountains. 

Visitors are reminded 
that mountain roads are 
full of sharp corners and 
sometimes can have small 
patches of decomposed 
granite capable of send¬ 
ing a high speeding mo¬ 
torcycle into a skid. These 
small particles of decom- 


posed granite are not 
really visible and are the 
result of natural erosion 
from the hillsides.
